This is in response to your letter dated August 28, 2002 regarding the 
United States Department of State Diplomatic Tax Exemption Program. 

The West Virginia State Tax Department recognizes this exemption to be 
per se, therefore, no exemption certificate is required. A vendor when accepting 
either the Personal Tax Exemption Card or the Office/Mission Card shall 
maintain appropriate records to show the sale was exempt. The records should 
show the name of the purchaser, the name of the mission/embassy, the 
expiration of the Tax Exemption Card and the minimum level of exemption 
specified on the Card.
